In this way, it is 
able to rest head-upwards, “opposite to the Tailed Emperor, (hen the - 
skin’ splits, it shrivels downwards: sand is discarded in a ‘similar 
fashion, The idea that out of a chrysalis will. emerge a fully winged 
butterfly may seeing dhpossible, Studies of the anatomy of. a cater- 
pillar show that as has several organs known as imaginal buds which
